Called to a Higher Position in 
Hts Church Work. 


Rev. Father Davis, R. ©. pastor of 
Mailoc for the past 30 years. took his 
departure, with his household, yester- 
day for his new parish at Perth, 
whither he was transterred by the 
favor of the Archbishop of Kingston on 
His Grace’s visit to Madoc a few 
months ago. Perth is one of the 
largest, wealthiest and most important 
parishes in the Diocese of Kingston, 
and it will thus be seen that the change 
is one of adyantage and well deseryed 
by Madoc’s old pastor. 

Rev. Father Davis was born in the 
city of Kingston on February 5th, 1545. 
He is the last survivor of his once nu- 
merous family, both his parents and 
three sisters and brother-in-law hav- 
ing died within the past few years. 
When he first came here, which’ was 30 
years agoson the 7th of the present 
month, his charge embraced the whole 
north riding of Hastings. The build- 
ings which did duty for churches in 
those early days, and also the very 
sites on which they were erected, were 
totally inadequate to the wants of 
modern times, end he, realizing this 
fact, set himself to purchase new 
grounds’ and to erect new churches in 
Hungerford, Madoc and 
Queensboro. This he did at a total cost 
of some $35,000, borrowed money, and 
he leayes his parish today with this 
large sum paid up, with the exception 
of $9,000 on which the yearly interest is 
paid in full to the first of the current 
year. On Sunday last his people pre- 
sented him with congratulatory ad- 
dresses anda handsome purse of several 
hundred dollars. To be precise to the 
amount, in the past week he has re- 
ceived from his grateful and generous 
congregation the handsome sum of $925.

AN INNOCENT ENEMY, 


Who is there that looking on a 
blooming garden, with the sun shin- 
ing, the dews sparkling, the birds 
darting from spray to spray, the bees 
filling. the air with their murmur, 
would think of it as a place full of 
any but sweet and innocent treasures 
in the morning light¥ Yet, according 
to the collectors of simples and the 
dealers in drugs, this beautiful spot 
may be looked upon as a haunt of hor- 
ror and death. 

It seems a shame toconnect thoughts 
of poison with, for instance, such de- 
licate and lovely things as that baby 
of the Mowers, the snow~drop, aa the 


narcissus. with its delicious breath, as 
the hyacinth and the jonquil. But 
one is obliged to see to it that the 
children do not put the bulbs of these 
flowers into their mouths. The oxalis 
also is not a safe thing to put between 
the lips; and all the lobelia’s will pro- 
duce dizziness and general disaster. 
The monk's too, and the beautiful 
fox-glove as well, are noxious affairs 
from which powerful drugs are ob- 
tained, more than a few drops of their 
extracts being usually a fatal dose. 
Certain of the crocuses if eaten, even 
if nothing be swallowed but the juice, 
produce vomiiting; the bulb of the in- 
trieately beautiful lady’s-slipper pois- 
ons externally as the noxious ivy, dog- 
wood, and sumach do; the quaint old 
jack-in-the-pulpit, although not a gar- 
den plant, is another ememy to health 
and life; and so also is the marvellous 
Queen Anne's lace, which now and then 
will creep in through the pailing, and 
looks so enchanting when far and wide 
it embroiders field and roadside. The 
laughing little buttercup, that might 
be a drop of visible sunlight, is by no 
means as innocent as it looks; the cow 
in the pasture knows enough to avoid 
it; that, and all its cousins, the rich 
profuse paeonies, the daazzlingly blue 
larkspurs, and the rest, are full of 
toxic properities. The oleander-tree, 
that is set out-doors when sprin 
comes and that lines the streeta of 
various of our Southern cities, is an- 
other hive of deadly poison. The sup- 
erb catalpa-tree, towering with its 
great leaves and its. masses of white 
and fragrant flowers, is a charming 
thing in the garden, but its bark is ex- 
ceedingly injurious; and the laburnum, 
that looks like a fountain of gold leap- 
ing into the sun, is poison in leaf and 
flower and seed; and even the grass 
beneath it is best thrown away when 
eut, instead of being fed to cattle. 

It would seem that it is very far 
from a safe thing to turn a little child

THROUGHOUT THE GOLD COAST. 
Most any sort of time is kept in China. 


As a rule, the Chinese use an appar-, 


ent sun time obtained from sundiale. 
The foreignera at the ports on the 
coast use an approximate local time 
calculated from the Shanghai time, 
supplied by the telegraph tompanies. 
In the great city of Tientsin, with a 
million inhabitants, the time is deter- 
mined by the municipal chronometer, 
which is the town-hall clock. It is sup- 
poged to be regulated every Saturday, 
when the community may set their 
watches, but it has been known to be 
in error at leaat three minutes. 

Last December waa the time when 
all the towns in Colombia were expect- 
ed, thereafter, to use the time o? Bo- 
gota, the capital. With this respon- 
sibility upon them. it is hoped that the 
public clocks of that city will improve 
in their timekeeping, for visitors at Bo- 
gota say it is nothing unusal for the 
public clocks to disagree by fully a 
quarter of an hour. 

In India, the atendard time for the 
whole of the peninaula is the mean time 
of the Madras Observatory, and this 
time ig used on through lines of rail- 
road, and in recording the time of send- 
ing telegrams to foreign countries. 
Local time is, however, used in most 
towns and villages, and it is announc- 
ed by clocks striking, gongs, bells and 
guns, and signals being given from 
churches, treasury buildings, forts and 
telegraph offices. The local clocks are 
set daily by the time telegraphed from 
Madras, and each telegraph office has 
a closely printed tible, filling about 
fifty pages, giving the difference be- 
tween Madras and local time for all 
the Government telegraph offices in 
India. 

Not a few countries constantly use 
two gtandords of time. Railroads and 
telegraphs throughout Spain use Mad- 
rid time, but for all other purposes, 
the official time is determined by the 

MERIDIAN OF EACH LOCALITY. 
Throughout Russia, St. Petersberg 
time ia used for telegraphic purposes, 
and each place has its own local tima 
besides. In Portugal the country 
towns keep their local time very rough- 
ly, but Lisbon and the railroad and 
telegraph servicea have the time of the 
Tapida Royal Observatory. There is 
considerable confusion in the Nether- 
lands, and if one’s watch doea not agree 
with the town clocks as he travels 
through the land it doesn’t follow that 
he has a poor timekeeper. In the rail- 
road stations, telegraph and post fo- 
fices the exact time of the Greenwich 
Observatory will be ‘found. In miny 
towns Amsterdam time is in use, and 
it is about twenty minutes faster than 
reliable clocks in muny other towns 
that use Greenwich time; and still 
other towns use their own local time, 
so the Netherlands do not lack for var+ 
iety in time standards.

Important Mineral Display at 
the Industrial in Toronto.

The government assay office, Belle- 
ville, has received circulars for distri- 
bution from H. J. Hill, manager of the 
Toronto industrial exhibition, relative 
to the exhibit of mining machinery 
and treatment of ores, to which special 
attention is being given this year. 

The following extracts are of special 
interest to owners of gold, copper and 
lead properties in this district which 
show paying yalues according to assays 
made in the above laboratory : 

Treatment of ores.—It is proposed to 
crush, mill, pass over tables and treat 
the concentrates of all samples of ore 
sent for the purpose, free of cost. and 
mine owners are invited to send 
samples for this purpose. There 
should not be less than three or more 
than ten tonsina sample. A govern- 
ment assayer will sample all ores sent 
for treatment in connestion with the 
exhibit for comparison with the returns 
given by the mill ran, without expense 
to the owners, on condition that the 
ore is delivered, sacked, at the Exhibi- 
tion grounds, free of expense to the Ex- 
hibition Assvciation. 

Samples of ores.—It is also pro 
to arrange for the exhibit only of 
samples of ore from all mines and pros- 
pects may be sent for the purpose, 
such samples to be properly cleaned and 
labelled with the name of property and 
section of the’tountry from which it is 
taken. 

Those desiring to exhibit machinery, 
or to send sampels of ore, are requeste 
to communicate with the manager of 
the expositiowas early as possible, from 
whom any further information desired 
can be promptly obtained. 

As Toronto is becoming the financial 
centre of all the mining enterprises in 
Ontario, no better opportunity for 
placing legitimate developed or unde- 
valaged properties in North Hastings 
before the attention of investors can be 
afforded than this offered by the direct- 
ors of the industrial exhibition at a 
nomi cost to mine owners. The 
North Hastings district can boast of 
three gold, two lead, one zinc and four 
iron ore mines in actual operation as 
well as several properties so far de- 
veloped as to be called’mines. 

No doubt enterprising local mining 
men in the district will add to the 
number of mines in actual operation.

Grand Trank Traln Wrecked at Delhi by 
the Prepping of Machinery. 

A despatch from Delhi, Ont., says; 
Grand Trunk westbound train No. 89, 
engine No. 67, was wrecked at 1.45 this 
morning, about two milea east of this 
atation. Driver Frank Bowen waa in- 
atantly killed, his body being found 
lying between the engine and tender, 
covered with ties. Firemen Perry and 
Brakesaman Hickinson were badly hurt. 
Conductor Griffin and the other brakea- 
man, who were in the back coach, ea- 
caped unhurt. The engine cab was com- 
pletely demolished, and the remainder 
of the enginé was hurled into the ditch 
upside down. The tender was turned 
completely over, and four cara were 
piled up in front of the engine and 
four behind, all being completely de- 
molished. The track waa torn to pieces 
and the ties were made into tooth- 
picks. 

The cause of the accident is unknown 
but it is supposed that some part of 
the engine dropped, causing the en- 
gine to be lifted clear off the track. 
The condition of the track shows that 
something had dragged for nearly 
halfa mile. Bowen's body was brought 
to the Delhi atation, where Undertak- 
er Church was called. Bowen lived at 
Bridgeburg and leaves a widow and 
| faendy to mourn hie sad and horrible 
ideath.

An interesting experiment is be- 
ing tried on the wreck of the steam- 
ship Paris, which ran ashore on the 
Manacle rocks in the English Chan- 
nel., After lightening the boat of as 
much of her cargo as possible it was 
found impossible to pull her off the 
rocks. A firm of German wreckers 
then undertook to take her off for a 
specified sum. Their method of pro- 
ceedure was to blast off the rocks 
which had penetrated her hull. 
They have built a cement wall on 
the inside of tne boat to prevent 
damage from fiying debris while the 
blasting is being done. The work 
progressing rapidly, and experts 
predict it will bea success. An ex- 
periment of the same character was 
tried on the steamship China some 
years ago and it proved successful.

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WARMING UP LEFT OVERS. 


Cold soda or baking powder biscuits 
may be warmed up by dipping each ons 
quickly into cold water and placing in 
@ pan in a moderately hot oven. Light 
rolls should have tops and bottoms 
brushed over with cold water and 

| treated in the game way ; unless left in 


thus get hard; their “last estate is 
equal to their first,” and they can 
ecarcely be told from those freshly 
baked. 

If pies are lightly sprinkled with 
eold water before setting in the oven 
they can be warmed up with little 
danger of scorching, and be as good 
as fresh, says the Housekeeper. 

Gingerbread is so much better warm 
than cold, but it ia too much work to 
bake it fresh every time it is wanted. 
We used to try steaming or reheat- 
ing im the oven, but neither is very 
gatiafactory. Finally we tried baking 
it in emall round or equare loaves, 
about enough for two meals in each 
one. To warm them iup, brash the top 
lightly with cold water and put in 
a pan on the ovem grate, with at least 
a quart of boiling water in the oven 
under it. The steam from this keeps 
it moist and fresh as it warms; it cag 
be reheated a second time and still be 
ag good as when freshly baked. A pan 
with a perforated bottom is prefer- 
able to a tight one, to use in warming 
up bread or cake. 

Rice, oatmeal or other cereals may 
be warmed up by returning to the dou- 
ble boiler, and heating, in that way, 
but a« they must be stirred occasional- 
ly to seat evenly they are nicer to 
put into a pam in a closely covered 
steamer over a kettle of boiling water, 
and steamed until thoroughly heated. 

Almost all vegetabies, excepting po- 
tatoes, that are left over are better 
to be warmed up in the steamer than 
by adding a little hot water and re- 
heating on the stove, as is usually done. 
It takes longer but they lose none of 
their flaver in that way, as they do by 
escape of steam when heated on the 
stove. If not convenient to use the 
steamer, the next best way is to set 
them on the grate in the oven, with » 
pan of boiling water underneath, They 
require less attention than warmed on 
the stove, are not so apt to scorch 
and have a better flavor.

Body of Barrister Shibley Found in Saimon 
Lake. 


Kingston, Ont., July 16.— Last 
night a body was discovered on 
Salmon Lake, township of Portland, 
and it has been identified by a 
watch and chain as the remains of 
the late Henry T.Shibley, barrister, 
of this city, and the son of the late 
Schuyler Shibley, ex-M.P. He was 
drowned last October by the up- 
setting of the boat in which he was 
taking supplies to a fishing camp. 
The remains will be interred in the 
family plot near Harrowsmith.

As a filler and putty, some paint- 
erm use plaster of Paris, mixed with 
weak glue to ihe consistency of the 
patty. 

Putty can be. kept goft, by cover- 
ing with water, or, still better, with 
lingeed oil. Any good putty will hard~ 
én On exposure. 

To teat the curability of colore in 
paint, apply a coat to strips of thick 
paper and nail them on the wall, ex- 
powed to the atrongest possible light. 
Over one-half of the sample, or sam- 
ples of color, fasten heavy paper, ex- 
cluding all light. After a few weeks 
remove this covering and note the dif- 
ference in the exposed and unexposed 
portions. 

As a rule, the fewer colors used in 
making a shade the more likely it is 
to endure. 

Painting damp wood imprisons the 
moisture and induces dry rot. 

If paint cracks around the edge of 
putty it wag applied while the putty 
wae wet and t. 

To make aaticky painted surface 
hard rub it with japan and turpen- 
tine, using a stiff brush. 

If your brush was not cleaned at the 
Proper time, and has become hard, put 
it im lingeed ofl and heat oi! until the 
dried paint is loosened.

The Bishop Home for Leper Girls, 
erected by a worthy citizen of Hono- 
laid, was found immaculately clean in 
every respect. The welfare of its fifty 
or @ixty inmates ie looked after by 
five moble Sisters of the Franciscan 
Order, who have devoted 
and their liberty to the amelioration 
of the miserable condition of the leper 
girls of Molokai. 

What the Sisters have sacrificed for 
the sake of Christian charity may in a 
emall degree be appreciated when it 
ie known that they can never again 
see home or friende—that they must 
live and die on thie barren lava plain. 
The Mother Superior has been at the 
settioment for fifteen years and the 
other Sisters for about five years. 

The girls are instructed in needle 
work, music and other womanly ac- 
complishments, and a really meritori- 
ous comcert was rendered by them in 
honor of the visitors. It was touch- 
ing to see the unquestioning faith and 
dependence these poor, disfigured girls 
place in these good women. 

Tt was among the inmates of the 
Bishop Home that the peculiar leonine 
expression of the fave which attaches 
itself to certain cases of leprosy was 
most marked. The head swelis to al- 
most twice its natural size, the ekin 
assumes a reddish brown color and 


| hangs in heavy folds about the face, 


while the eyes, small, blowdshot and 
receding, look like those of a beast of 
prey.

The Tweed News contributes the fol- 
lowing reminiscences of Rev. Father 
Davis’ early life in North Hastings :— 

“ Rey, Father Davis, an account of 
whose departure from. Madoc appears 
in this issue, came to Hungerford in 
July 1869, just thirty years ago, taking 
up his residence on Sugar Island where 
he remained until 1884 when he re- 
moved to Madoc. During this period 
there was no R. C. church in Tweed 
but at Sugar Island, Queensboro, 
Madoc.Marmora and in fact had charge 
of the whole parish of North Hastings. 
He endured many hardships, on one 
oceasion in the winter coing eighty 
miles on a sick call and on his return 
found a messenger waiting for him to 
go taGilmour’s shanty, a distance of 
forty-five miles, to attend a man who 
was struck by afalling limb. He made 
the whole journey. 250 miles, without 
sleep. It was also a common occurrence 
for him to ride on horseback to Kings- 
ton and return, a distance of about 140 
miles.”

Railway Mileage of the World. 


The total length of railroad in the 
world amounted in 1897 to 454,730 
miles, and in the five vears from 
1893 to 1897 the total increase was 
34,485 miles, or 8.9 per cent. The 
game year the total length of rail- 
road in the United States was 184,- 
278 miles, an inérease in five years 
of 3.6 per cent. North and South 
America and the West India Islands 
are credited with over one-half of 
the total mileage, or 236,218 miles. 
Next to the United States among 
the great nations is the German 
Empire, with a total of 29,880 miles, 
and then follows France, with 25,- 
673 miles, Russia with 25,003 miles, 
although if we include the Trans- 
Caspean district of Russia and Si- 
beriat, Russia would come third with 
4 total of 28,302 miles.’ Following 
France and Russia are Greut Britain 
and Ireland, 21,390 miles ; British 
India, 21,000; Austria-Hungary, 
20,908 miles; British North Amer- 
iea, 16,684 miles; Italy, 9,714 
miles, and the Argentine Republic, 
9,422 miles. Belgium has the 
largest amount of railway in com- 
parison with its total area, the 
amount being being 32.2 miles for 
square mile of area. 

In comparing the countries by 
the length of railroad compared 
with the amount of population that 
they serve, we find that the colony 
of South Australia stands first with 
52.3 miles for each 10,000 people, 
this result, of course, being due to 
the comparative sparseness of the 
population. In the United States 
there are 26 miles to each 10,000 
inhabitants. In the more densely 
populated districts of Europe the 
figures fall considerably, Germany, 
having 5.2 miles tor each 10,000 
people.

England's insular position has been 
her safeguard. It has for centuries 
protected her from those yicissitudes of 
fortune that retard the progress, and 
sooner or later overwhelm nations not 
thus fortunately shielded from te en- 
croathments of rapacious neighbors. 
Inaccessible at home, her fleets sweap 


the seas to the uttermost limits of the 
globe ; and when war comes, her navy. 
in its own good time, takes from her 
rivals all that it is for her material ad- 
yantawe to possess. It is certainly a 
great game that England plays in the 
world's affairs, and will continue to 
play. deep into the future, unless all 
sigus fail, 

To do her justice, England is the 
vreatest civilizer and liberalizer in 
history. The English subject, wher- 
ever he may be,~in Canada, Australia. 
or Africa,—has more personal liberty 
and individual opportunity than ob- 
tains under any other rule. always ex- 
cepting our own. Hence, I view Eng- 
land’s aggrandizement with equanim- 
ity. I do not perceive that her methods 
or tendencies are reactionary. They 
are not ; and they are no more reprehen- 
sible than those of other nations, not 
one of which is overlooking opportuni- 
ties for territorial acquisitions. All are 

lous of England because by reason of 

er preponderant maritime power she 
carries on the game on a far more com- 
phrehensive scale than they can ever 


ee to. 

hose who thoughtlessly denounce 
England as a bully and a coward to- 
tally misapprehend the lessons of hist- 
ory. She will always fight when it is 
necessary, or when there is anything 
to be gained by it. At one time, when 
her commercial interests and national 
existence were men , alone she an- 
tagonized practically the whole world 
banded under the leadership of genius, 
and emerged triumphantly from the 
contest. She has gained her yast pres- 
tige and made her greatest conquests in 
actual war with the mightiest of na- 
tions. 

Admiral Nelson's decisive victory of 
the Nile in 1798 completely frustrated 
a mysterious designs in Egypt 
and Asis. In spite of Napoleon's 
genius, in spite of his resources, in spite 
of his continental victories and his 
Berlin decrees. domination of the seas 
enabled the people of this island—a mere 
dot on the map of Europe—to thwart 
his most comprehensive and well-laid 
plans, and finally to compass bis ruin 
and isolation upon the rock of St. He- 
lena. But it is unnecessary to go fur- 
ther afield tor examples of the influence 
of sea power upon international affairs 
than our own recent victories of Manila 
and Santiago. . 

No doubt, for ages to come, Britain, 
frowning down from her chalk cliffs, 
protected-by ironclad fleets, manned and 
comman by the ableat seaman in 
history. and will continue to send her 
dictums and her defiances across the 

aters. How long this: splendid race 

™ withstand the corroding influences 
of material prosperity, luxury and ease, 
coupled with advancing age, before 
joining the procession of dying nation- 
alities, is of course problematical. Bat 
in their cold northern climate, com- 
pletely isolated from jealous neighbors, 
with their phleematic temperament and 
moderate appetites. it seems likeiy that 
the English will endure far beycnd the 
span of the Roman power.’ I can see 
no sign of decay in this virile nation,

LAST LINK IN THE CHAIN. 

The new canai ie the last link in the! 
chain of improvements that the Cana- 
dian government has been making 
along the St. Lawrence river for a 
number of years. As soon as it is 


opencd, boats drawing fourteen feet of} 


water or less can pass freely from the 
ocean to the Great Lakes, and vice 
versa. This change, according to Mr. 
Covley, who has studied the transpor- 
tation problems, of the country for 
many years, will have far-reaching ef- 
fects on commerce. He said: 

“{ am confident that the new canal 
will reduce the rate to the seaboard 
from one to two cents a bushel on grain. 
This will enlarge the area of territory 
commercially tributary to Chicago, and 
diminish the amount of grain now go- 
ing south to Galveston, New Orleans 
and other gulf cities. Likewise it 
will have a tendency to bring to Chi- 
cago the graim that is now going by 
the all-rail routes to New York.
